EP 0 560 630 relates to bicomponent polymeric films containing block 
poly (ether-co-amides). 

EP 0 737 709 relates to thermoplastic polymer films comprising polyamide 
blocks and polyether blocks. 

JP 4-314741 relates to polyamide films.
